2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

3. Claims 1,3,4,5,6,7,8,9,10,11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Kohrs, et al. 

Kohrs, et al discloses a fusion device having an elongated body 400, the body defining a 
hollow interior, an outer surface with a pair of opposite cylindrical portions(402-403 and 500) 
extending along the entire length of the the body and a pair of substantially flat opposite side 
walls( 408&405) between the cylindrical portions. The cylindrical portions having external 
threads formed thereon along the length of the body. 

Claim 1 1, the notch is the area between the cylindrical thread portions and the flat 
opposite sides at the end of the body thereof. 

4. Claims 12-14 are allowed. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
